In response to the Office Action mailed December 4, 2003 in the above-identified 
application. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration. 

Preliminarily, Applicants respectfully point out that the correspondence address has 
changed in this application, pursuant to a Revocation of Prior Powers of Attorney and New 
Power of Attorney filed on July 28, 2003 (copies attached hereto). Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that all ftirther correspondence in this application be mailed to the 
correspondence address indicated on the New Power of Attorney. 

Applicants note with appreciation that the Examiner has deemed the application virtually 
to be in condition for allowance. In the present Office Action, the Examiner merely has pointed 
out some informalities with respect to Information Disclosure Statements (IDSs) filed in this 
application. Each of these informalities is addressed in turn below. 
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First, the Office Action indicates that the IDS of October 7, 2002 allegedly has not been 
provided, and hence has not been considered. Applicants respectfully point out that in a 
response filed on August 22, 2003 to a prior Office Action dated May 22, 2003, Applicants 
provided a copy of the October 7, 2002 IDS together with the stamped post card indicating 
receipt of this IDS by the PTO. For the Examiner's convenience. Applicants again have attached 
here a copy of the October 7, 2002 IDS and the corresponding stamped post card. 

Second, the present Office Action indicates that the reference WO 00/14705 listed on the 
IDS of November 7, 2002 allegedly was not provided with the IDS. Accordingly, Applicants 
have attached here a copy of this reference for the Examiner's consideration. 

Third, the Office Action indicates that two court documents cited in the IDS of October 
29, 2003 allegedly were not provided with the IDS. Accordingly, Applicants have attached here 
copies of these documents (Plaintiffs answer to Counterclaims and Plaintiffs Answer to 
Defendant's First set of Interrogatories w/Exhibit 1) for the Examiner's consideration. 

Fourth, in item 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that a number of foreign 
language references cited in the IDS of October 29, 2003 have not been considered because 
allegedly no explanation of the relevance of these references was provided in the IDS. 
Applicants respectfully disagree, and direct the Examiner's attention to Part III on page 3 of this 
IDS. In particular. Applicants explained that the foreign language references in question were 
brought to the Applicants attention in at least one of five oppositions filed against a European 
counterpart to U.S. Patent No. 6,016,038 (U.S. Serial No. 08/920,156). The European 
counterpart is EP Patent No. 1,016,062, EP Serial No. 98944539.0. The present applicafion and 
U.S. Serial No. 08/920,156 currently are assigned to Color Kinetics, Inc. Furthermore, the 
present application incorporates by reference the entirety of U.S. Serial No. 08/920,156. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that the foregoing provides a concise explanation oi 
the relevance of these foreign language references as presently understood. Therefore, 
Applicants respectfully request consideration of these references by the Examiner. 

Finally, Applicants bring to the Examiner's attention that three additional IDSs, 
respectively filed on October 23, 2003, November 7, 2003 and November 20, 2003, were filed ir 
the present application, but apparently not considered by the Examiner. Applicants have 
attached here copies of each of these IDSs together with the stamped post card corresponding to 
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each IDS, indicating receipt by the PTO. Applicants respectfully request that these IDSs also be 
considered by the Examiner.
